Ttie preamble and the Editorial in the "Al Mujaddid" which follows on 
this page were, most interestingly, penned by another Dcedat (Abdullah 
Deedat), a brother of Ahmed Deedat who saw the dangerous element in 
the crusade against Christianity by his brother Mr. Ahmed Deedat: 

"Revile not ye those whom they call upon besides God, lest they out 
of spite revile God in their ignorance. Thus have we made alluring 
to each people its own doings . . • "(Qur'an, Chapter 6, Verse 108). 

*. . . When we go through the pages of the Qur'an we notice that this 
Holy Book breathes into the Muslims a spirit of tolerance and 
understanding towards all human beings. The verse quoted above is 
strongly against anyone criticising or condemning the religion of others. 
In this short and simple verse we notice a psychological truth, that is 
when we revile the beliefs or point out flaws in the religion of any person, 
that person y even though he may be a seeker of truth, will in turn shun the 
truth and even insult the truth. Was this not the case in one of the lectures 
(by Ahmed Deedat) when an old Christian gentleman came up to the 
platform and burst out: 

"Call Muhammad what you like, but don't call him Holy. "(Maaz 
Allah - Godforbid). And yet another person said that Jesus (upon 
whom be peace) is pure through virgin birth, but Muhammad is 
impure! (Maaz Allah - Godforbid). 

"These reactions will continue if we do not take stock of our methods 
of propagating Islam. What a noble example is set by the Holy Prophet 
(upon whom be peace) who treated Christians of Najran with great 
honour and hospitality. He even allowed them to hold their prayer 
meeting in the Great Mosque of Medina. The world has not seen religious 
tolerance of this nature . . . n (Al Mujaddid . August, 1 960). 

LETTER IN MUSLIM NEWS 

In support of AL-MU JADDID*S stand a Muslim of Cape Town was 
constrained to write in similar vein to the MUSLIM NEWS of Cape 
Town after Mr Deedat f s similar lecture there in 1961. The letter by Mr 
A.G. Qassim of Stuckeris Street, Cape Town, in the 27th January, 1961 
issue of MUSLIM NEWS read as follows:

It quote* the flowing 
verse from the Holy Quran, -Revile not ye those whom they call besides God lest 
they out of spite revile God m their Ignorance" (6:108). 

The dangers which entail such pettiness Is to be avoided and this could only be don* 
through the right approach and not the condemnation of th* faith of other*.

"The money had come from Abu Dhabi the oil-rich capital of the 
United Arab Emirates.

(S) The other trustees were not consulted at all. 

(9> This enterprise (As Salaam Trust) was first mooted in 
March, 1959 by the Islamic Propagation Centre. 

(10) The enterprise was not for licences. 

(11) I handed in a number of pamphlets (to the public) 
and hi NONE did I mention that we intended to trade. 

(12) At no time did Hie Trustees act together in the mallei 
of this application (for trading licences). 

(13) The Deed of Trust (As Salaam) nowhere specifically 
states that we may trade. 

(14) Page 2 of the Deed of Donation states: "Whereas the 
donor (S.L Kadwa) has agreed on certain terms and 
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conditions to donate certain immovable property to the 
said Trustees (As Salaam) aforesaid, strictly and exclusive- 
ly for the propagation of Islam."

Mr S.I Kadwa further stated in his pamphlet against Deedat dated

within a large city like Durban, where he could even open 
up a departmental store like the OK Bazaars, etc., and give 
all the big profits that he thus makes to the As Salaam 
Trust. But it is surely incomprehensible why he should 
attempt to open up business in opposition to mine next 
door, on the very land that 1 had mvself donated?**

Deed at *s application for Trading Licenses was rejected by the 
UMZINTO LICENSING BOARD and thus the gift of land was never 
officially transferred to the As Salaam as originally intended, though the 
work of propagation continued un-interrupted and substantial buildings 
were in the process of erection through large donations from the general 
Muslim public. 

DEEOAT QUESTIONED ON FINANCES 
BY MR KADWA 

MR S.L KADWA further in his pamphlet against Deedat dated 
17/8/ 1961 referred to a financial statement from Deedat dated 30th 
June, 1960 wherein it was stated that AS-SALAAM TRUST salaries 
amounted to £972/ 14/-. Mr S.L Kadwa queried the authorisation of this 
payment of salaries and the identity of the receivers. 

There was no response from Deedat to these challenges to submit vital 
information nor responses to questions on how his salary was constituted 
on the evidence of three distinct organisations - the Islamic Propagation 
Centre, the As Salaam Trust and a new body of his own creation, the As 
Salaam Seminary of Islam.

'COURT REMOVES 



ADMINISTRATORS' 

TWO administrators, appointed to handle the affairs of a trust created by 
a Pinetown man when he died in 1965, were removed from their positions 
hy a judge this week following an application made in the Supreme Court, 
Durban. 

The application by Mr. Dawood Gora Moola, of Old Richmond Road 
Pinetown, was initially brought before Mr. Justice Booysen last October. 

In it he claimed that Mr, Ahmed Hoosen Deedat, a missionary, of 
Madressa Arcade, Durban, and his co-administrator, Mr. Suleman Moosa 
Hansrod, an Umlaas Road, Natal, businessman, had acted contrary to the 
interests of the estate of the late Mr. M.D, Moola. 

In papers before the court Mr. Moola, a beneficiary of the trust, said 
that according to the terms of the will the adm^iistrators were obliged to 
sell a Pinetown property - the main asset of the estate - on the death of 
the dead man's widow, Mrs. Fathma Moola. 

Although she had died in August ifyjht property had still not beeu 
sola. 

It had been put up for auction in 1976 and a bid of R47,000 had been 
received. 

He and other heirs had later made a counter offer of R60,000,but their 
negotiations with the administrators had not been successful. 

He also claimed the administrators had permitted the rates payable to 
the Puietown Municipality to fall into arrears with the result that a sum- 
mons had been issued against them. 

In a replying affidavit Mr. Deedat said the administration of the estate 
had become impossible because of the obstinate approach of the other ad- 
mimstrator, Mr. Hansrod, towards the sale of the property. 

Mr: Hansrod told the Court that when the property had been attached 
for non-payment of the rates there had been in-sufficient funds in the es- 
tate to pay. 

He had paid the bill which amounted to R3,000 out of his own pocket 
and the money had not been refunded. 

Mr. Justice Booysea ordered that Mr. Deedat and Mr. Hansrod be re- 
moved from their offices as administrators of the estate and ordered that 
Mr. John Allan Bruce be appointed.

(1) Deedat sued Mr S.L Kadwa for the transfer of ths As-Salaara 
land. The matter was settled out of court*. Deedat did not get transfer of 
the As-Salaam land. 

(2) Deedat applied for Licences to trade on the As-Salaam land. The 
hearing took place in the UMZINTO LICENSING COURT. Mr S.I. 
Kadwa opposed and contested the application. Deedat lost the Licence 
Court Case. (See details elsewhere in this issue of the MUSLIM 
DIGEST). 

(3) Deedat sued M. Makki and the Mercantile Priming Works for 
damages for R5 000 (Five thousand Rands) in a defamation action in 
Durban's Supreme Court, one paying the other to be absolved. 
Mercantile Printing Works for its part, was not keen to fight the case, so 
it made an offer of Rl 000 (one thousand Raids) to Deedat to settle, 
Deedat accepted the offer, so Mr Makki did not pursue the matter after 
Mercantile Printing Work's offer of settlement. Deedat obtained 
default Judgement against Mr Makki for R297 (two hundred and 
ninety-seven Rands), being costs, (See details elsewhere in this issue in 
Ebrahim Khan's court case against Deedat). 

(4) Ebrahim Khan, As-Salaam's caretaker, brought an action against 
Deedat and As-Salaam regarding his holiday pay. Deedat fought the 
court case and lost. Deedat made settlement while still being under 
cross-examination by Mr Khan's counsel Advocate R. Allaway. (See 
details elsewhere in this issue : Ebrahim Khan versus As-Salaam and 
Deedat). Deedat paid for Mr Khan's claim and costs. 

(5) Mr John Gilchrist, a Christian missionary of Benoni, South Africa, 
brought an action for damages against Deedat, which court case Deedat 
defended. Deedat lost the court case and had to pay R1000 (one 
thousand Rands) damages, plus Mr Gilchrist's costs amounting to 
RU38, both totalling R2138 (two thousand, one hundred and thirty- 
eight Rands). 

As a mttie* of interest we print below whet Deedat'a then Secretary, Mr. GJiJL 
Vinkcr, toU the MESSENGER OF THE COURT when he celled tt 47 Madras* 
Arcade, Durban with the WRIT OF EXECUTION against Deedat when Deedat had 
to pay John Gtlc&riit the ntm of R2 138,00. We quote the actual words of the 
MESSENGER OP THE COURT in the matter and which woida axe recorded in the 
OFFICIAL COURT RECORD: 
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HOW MANY WATER 
BOREHOLES WERE SUNK BY 
DEEDAT'S CENTRE IN 
KWA-ZULU AFTER 
R1 00,000 APPEAL? 

On the opposite page we reproduce part of the Appeal Circular printed 
and distributed among Muslims by the Islamic Propagation Centre under 
'Operation Zara Zara* for its Water Relief Fund for sinking twenty bore- 
holes at KwaZulu in 1933. 

We are told that 100,000 of these appeal circulars were sent through- 
out the Republic of South Africa to the Muslim community, and no 
doubt Deedat's intentions were clear cut, that he wanted this R100,0GQ 
(one hundred Thousand Rands) so that he could supply water to the 
needy people of KWA-ZULU and save them from thirst. 

Deedat called this operation of his: OPERATION ZAM-ZAM, named 
after the famous well of ZAM-ZAM in Makka where Hagar (Hajara) found 
water in the desert for herself and her infant son 1SMAEEL, when Abra- 
ham (A-S.) left her there on Allah's instructions. 

Deedat's appeal for funds to provide water - a basic human need, was 
a very landable one. He wanted to sink a score (20) of boreholes at various 
places in KWA-ZULU because the drought in KWA-ZULU was severe. 

And if every Muslim had sent a Rand each, Deedat could have received 
R100,000 needed in no time, because Muslims are truly religious, generous 
and charitable to a worthy cause. However, we are told that Deedat received 
about R45,000 (Forty five thousand Rands) in the Appeal he launched 
under Operation Zaxn Zam. 

Since January, 1983 till now, the 10th of September, 1986, nearly 4 
long years have passed and Muslims have not had any report from Deedat 
about the 20 Boreholes that he was supposed to sink in KWA-ZULU. 

Mr. Deedat will recall that at the end of of his Appeal Circular he was at 
pains to point out to the Muslim community that Muslim names were few 
and far between in a published list of names of over 120 donors given by 
the KWA-ZULU WATER DEVELOPMENT FUND. Mr. Deedat stated: 

**In this list published by the KWA-ZULU WATER DEVELOPMENT 
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ON THE 18th JANUARY, 1983 Deedat's Propagation Centre issued an 
Appeal Circular to the Muslim community and launched an operation 
that was called . . .
